Th? amendments to the Constitution
growing out of the war of the rebellion
were designed to confer all the rights and
privileges of citizenship, including suffrage,
upon every male resident in the States.
Some of those who supported these proposi-

tions did not have much faith in them, but
millions of men and women who loyally
sustained Abraham Lincoln demanded suf-

frage for all as the equality proclaimed
in the Declaration of Independence. This
was the carrying of the theory of democ-

racy to the utmost limit, and It was a blow
at that rule by the few of the many without
their consent, which is now called imperial-

ism. Although the colored voter constituted
a majority in not over three States, this
extension of the right to govern to the
governed was denounced a3 the turning
over of the South to the domination of ig-

norant blacks. From that until the present
time the papers and the leader that are
now frantic regarding what they are
pleased to regard as Imperialism opposed
the extension of the füll privileges of citi-

zenship b" the constitutional amendments.
From the first tho'ie who had exercised

imperial authority fru the South, plunging
it into a war to make the imperialism of
slavery national, and those in sympathy
with them In the North opposed the citi-

zenship and suffrage of the Republicans.
So persistently - have they pushed their
idea of imperialism the rule of all by a
few that Republicans no longer protest
against the abridgment of suffrage and
practically of citizenship in the South. In
Mississippi, South Carolina, Louisiana and
North Carolina the imperialistic element
has prevailed. The right of suffrage has
been taken from three-quarte- rs of a mil-

lion of the men upon whom it was con-

ferred by the constitutional amendments.
Thus far nearly three millions of native-bor- n

citizens have been as effectually de-

prived of citizenship If they were resi-

dents of the Philippines. In all of these
States, with perhaps a single exception,
this disfranchisement has been effected
without submitting the question to the peo-

ple. These thousands of colored voters were
deprived of citizenship by an act as im-

perial as if It had been proclaimed by the
ukase of the Czar of Russia. If any of
these foes of Imperialism are opposing this
high handed programme of home imperial-
ism in the States referred to they are very
quiet about it.

It cannot be said that the millions of peo-

ple in the South who have been and will
be deprived of the right of citizenship are
not so well qualified for suffrage as the
mixed and Illiterate peoples oi Cuba, Porto
Rico and the Philippines, since those of
the South have been familiar with the
forms of iopular government for genera-
tions. "Why, then, this heated protest
against ruling the Filipinos without their
consent when the controlling element In
Southern States is depriving native-bor- n

citizens of the United States of the one
right which marks citizenship? Constitu-
tional hair-splitte- rs are vexing the coun-
try with the question of the relation of the
Filipinos and the Porto Ricans to the
United States if they are not recognized as
voter:, and citizens. Will these astute per-
sons Inform Americans of the status of the
millions in the South who have been de-

prived of citizenship by the Imperial policy
of the Southern leaders?

The frequent observations of President
David Starr Jordan upon topics outside of
his specialty have led his sincere friends to
wish that he would adhere more strictly to
the line of investigation in which he has
achieved fame. His last questionable as-

sertion is In an article in the Popular
Science Monthly, in which he maintains
that the present generation is not up to the
standard of the generation that fought the
civil war, because the Nation was impov-

erished by the million of men who lost their
lives, his assumption being that the men
who died in battle had better stuff In them
than the father of the avera.ge man of to-

day. As he speaks of those who died in
battle as being of better stuff, his remark
does not include those who died from other
causes. The number uf names on the fed-

eral muster rolls was 2.80S,3'M, and the
number in the Confederate army could not
have been less than l,100,0no, or nearly
4.W.ooo in both armies. The battle losses
of both armies were about lM.Oon, instead
of the million which President Jordan esti-

mates. These 2"0.O killed in battle or dy-

ing of wounds could not have monopolized
all the valor of the 4.000,0or 0f men, or of
the S.SXOOO surviving battle and disease.
There was enough good "blood of the Na-

tion" left to save the country from the fate
which the brilliant teacher has conjured up
to distress those who believe in all that he
says. Before he writes again on this sub-

ject he should possess himself of some re-

liable statistics of the strength and the
los5C3 of the armies In the war of the r
bcllion'

ULTIMATUM TO CAILLES

FILIPINO LEADER (ilVKX I'XTIL
AE.VT 3IONDAY TO SUHKU.NDEH.

Ilia Adjutant General at 31nnila In
Conference with Affuinnldo

Threats of 1'ederaIUts.

MANILA, June 4. Oueverra. adjutant to
General Callles, had a three hours' inter-
view with Aguinaldo to-da- y. He said that
Callles did not believe that Aguinaldo had
been captured, and consequently Issued a
proclamation characterizing Aguinaldo'a
address to the Filipino people as an Amer-
ican trick. Aguinaldo, through Gueverra,
advised Callles to surrender Immediately.
Alter this interview General Wade and
General Sumner informed Gueverra that
Callles must notify them at Pagsanjan,
not later than next Monday, of his decision
in the matter. The American generals de-
clined to guarantee that Callles would not
be prosecuted.

General Trias, in company with Senor
I.ucban. brother of the insurgent leader
still operating In Eamar, has gone to samar
island and will attempt to induce Lucban
to surrender.

Some of the leaders of the Federal party
have prepared a resolution in which it is
declared that the party will disband un-
less the Cnited States civil commission re-
appoints several Filipino judges who have
recently been removed from office. Upon
the advice of the more rational members
of the party, as well as certain American
authorities, the resolution was not pre-
sented. The wisest of the Federal leaders
are convinced of the lack ef wisdom la
forcing discord, especially at a time when
the administration at Washington is about
to confer general civil government in the
archipelago.

The commission to-morr- will resumj
the organization of civil governments in
the provinces. A bill has been prepared
creating rourteen Judicial circuits. Tho
salaries of the circuit judges range from
io aOO to N,50a a year. Judge Bates and
Judge Ladd will probably be assigned to
the circuits of Iliolo and Cebu, respec-
tively.

General Sumner says that 3AX) rifles have
been captured or surrendered during the
last two months In the provinces ot La
guna, Tayabas, Batangas and Cavite.

It has been decided to begin the 'occu-
pation of the Island of Mindore with three
companies of the Ninth Regiment, whj
have Just arrived from China."

BOSTON. Mass., June 4. The trial of the
$150,(00 libel suit of Mrs. Josephine C. Wood-
bury against Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy was
resumed to-da- y, with Septimus J. Hanna,
reader of the First Church of Christian
Science, Boston, editor of the Christian
Science Journal and a close friend of Mrs.
Eddy, on the witness stand. Judge Hanna
was asked if he had In his possession the
original of the message sent by Mrs. Eddy
to the Christian Science Journal, in May,

The witness replied that he had a
copy of the Journal containing the message,
and this was, offered as evidence by th
counsel for Mrs. Woodbury, who said that
Mrs. Eddy's ' reference to Mrs. Woodbury
as a person unfriendly to'Chrlstlan Science
showed malice. The Journal was admitted,
subject to exception, simply on question of
malice. Judge Hanna admitted that th-- i

message was published after Mrs. Eddy
had refused the request of the witness to
reply to a magazine article by Mrs. Wood-
bury attacking Christian Science.

The article by Mrs. Woodbury, which was
effered as evidence yesterday, was again
presented and excluded. . Later the court
ruled out the by-la- ws of the Christian
Science Church as not having any connec-
tion with the present suit. Exception was
taken by plaintiff.

The witness admitted that, as an employe
of the Christian Science Publishing Society,
the amount of his salary was determined by
tne board of trustees. The deed of trust
given by Mrs. Eddy in 1S9S to Messrs.
Bates, Neal and McKenzie, as trustees of
the Christian Science Publishing Company,
was admitted as evidence. By this deed
Mrs. Eddy conveyed to the trustees the
business of all Christian Science publica-
tions, subject to her supervision at all
times, and subject to hef right to withdraw
at any time any publications in which she
holds the copyright. Witness could not
say whether, during the nine years he
had been editor of the Journal, very single
message of Mrs. Eddy had been published,
but admitted that all of Mrs. Eddy's mes-
sages were, published thiough him. He
said he knew nothing about the publication
of the message In controversy in a Boston
newspaper. He knew the reporter of the
paper and had given him matter for pub-
lication. He saw him at the church where
Mrs. Eddy's message was read, but denied
that, he knew what he was there for. Wit-
ness said it was the custom on some occa-
sions to publish Mrs. Eddy's communica-
tions in Boston papers.

Mrs. Eddy's book, "Science and Health,"
was produced, and witness was asked if it
was not the Christian Science text-boo- k.

Witness said much of the Christian Science
belief was based upon it.

Mrs. Woodbury, the plaintiff In the case,
followed Judge Hanna. Mrs. Woodbury
said she met Mrs. Eddy in 1879 in Boston.
At that time she never had heard of
Christian Science. Subsequently she be-
came a believer in Mrs. Eddy, studied
Christian Science with her and was admit-
ted to the Christian Science Association,
receiving a certificate or degree from the
college where Christian Science was taught,
cigned by Mrs. Eddy as a doctor of
Christian Science. This document was of-

fered in evidence.
At Mrs. Eddy's request witness made

application to her in 18i)5 for admission to
the First Church (Scientist), and was
directed to send her application directly
to the church. In closing the letter con-
veying the direction Mrs. Eddy used this
expression: "Remember that malicious hyp-
notism is no excuse for sin." Mrs. Wood-
bury was asked to define "malicious hyp-
notism," but she was not allowed to an-
swer.

After the recess another letter, dated
Nov. 25. 1SOS. from Mrs. Eddy to Mrs.
Woodbury, was read, in which the writer
said that she had pleaded with the direct-
ors, but that she had failed, owing tr
a report that Mrs. Woodbury had written
a letter which said that the church could
go along on its own account. Mrs. Eddy
said that that had sealed her lips, and
she had come to the conclusion that Mrs.
Woodbury was not fit to enter the church.

At this point a representative of the bus-ne- ss

office of the Boston Herald was
called to show that a large number of
copies of the paper were purchased by
Mrs. Eddy on June 5. the day after the
alleged libelous message of Mrs. Eddy
was read in the First Church, but witness
could only say that the papers were de-

livered.
Mrs. Woodbury then resumed her testi-

mony, and a passage in Mrs. Eddy's let-

ter of April 15. 1S5. was read, in which
the latter said: "Now, dear student, try
to go for one year without telling a lalse-hoo- d.

practicing cheating or breaking the
Decalogue." Mrs. Woodbury denied that
she ever told a He or cheated.

Mr. Peabody said he had several letters
which had passed between the plaintiff
and defendant, which he desired to have
read to the jury. In one of these Mrs.
Eddy told Mrs. Woodbury to remember the
"l AM"

Mrs. Woodbury said that these letters
meant "Malicious Animal Magnetism."

At Judge Bell's request Mr. Peabody sub-
mitted the list of letters to be introduced.
The court examined some of them. Mr.
Elder declared that there was nothing in
the letters to show any animosity or malice
on the part of Mrs. Eddy. He averred that
the letters of Mrs. Eddy breathed intens:
Christian charitv. The Judge said he would
admit Mrs. Eddy's and other letters

peruse them at leisure and rule
later. Mr. Peabody accepted the proposi-
tion.

Mrs. Woodburv testified that she aban-
doned the Christian Science religion two
years ago in April, 1X0. That was an abso-
lute abandonment.

Question: "You allege In your declaration
that Mrs. Eddy accused you of possessing
a power of mental action to cause sickness
and death? Did she so accuse you?"

Mr. Bartlett objected and the question
was withdrawn. Mr. Peabody explained
that malicious animal magnetism was the
highest crime known to Christian Scien-
tists Mrs. Woodbury was excustd.

Mrs. Helen M. Winchester, of Maiden, a
very intelligent youns woman, who had
been a student under Mrs. Woodbury "as
the last witness of the day. She testified
she bought a Boston Herald of June 5, lfctf,
containing the alleged libelous message, but
could not remember whether she did this
of her own accord or at the suggestion of
plaintiff. When she read the message, she
had instantly an idea to whom it referred.
When asked to whom. In her opinion. It
did refer, Mr. Adler objected and proceeded
to argue that It was not plain that witness
did not secure the paper and read it at the
request of Mrs. Woodbury. The court ex-

cused the jury for the day.

PROF. HERR0N IS OUT

NO I.O NCI ER A nillCHT LIGHT IN' THD

Tried hy a Council of Ministers and
Elders at GrinncII, la., and

Unanimously Expelled.

DES MOINES. Ia.. June 4. Prof. George
D. Herron, formerly applied Christianity
professor in Iowa College at Grlnnell, is
no longer a Congregationalist. Ho was
tried by a council of ministers and elders
of the church, representing eight organiza-
tions, sitting at Grlnnell to-da- y, on charges
of conduct unbecoming a Christian and a
gentleman. Evidence was Introduced to
show cruel treatmet of his "unusually loyal
and devoted wife," which finally resulted in
divorce proceedings and legal separation.
A lengthy letter from Dr. Herron wa pre-
sented in his defense, but at the close of
its consideration the council decided ths
charges were sustained and voted unani-
mously to expel him from the church.

J. P. Lyman, of GrinncII, presented the
case against Herron on lehalf of the
church committee. Ha read the letter
sent to the twelve churches calling for the
council and the invitation to Herron to par-
ticipate and defend. Dr. Herron declined,
saying: "I am perfectly satisfied that tb
hearing shall be ex parte." The man said
he diil not present charges against Her-
ron on his own motion, but the church
thought it was its duty to investigate his
divorce proceedings, his relations to aod
treatment of wife and children in the light,
of the Christian minister.

The Rev. D. M. Vittum. of Grlnnell, was
the first witness. He said he met Herron's
wife at Grlnnell in April, ls:3, and ex-
changed pulpits with Herron. He was en-
tertained at the Rands and they talked all
the time of Herron. Mrs. Herron was loyal
all the time, devoted to her husband and
believed In his teachings. On his departure
to Europe she told a friend: "I feel as
though 1 want to die."

Prof. Charles Noble, the second witness,
confirmed Vittum. Mrs. Herron was un-
usually loyal. Noble said he was very
strongly in favor of Herren at the begin-
ning, but had changed since. Herron's
took in isr2 was dedicated to hin wife in
these words: "To my wife, who has beeamy most loving counsel." The Rev. Mr.
Vlttuin said the trial must be an exonera-
tion of Mrs. Herron. She was Innocent.
His church, he said, was ready to expel
Herron without more evidence, but mor
evidence must be heard for his wife'j
sake.

Professor Herron's letter to the Council
is long, embracing about 3.oiV words. Hevery courteously acquits the Council ofany but the best possible intentions. He
maintains that the plea t ntered in the courts
of Algona was a necessary legal form. He
says that he will make no defense; that
he is satisfied that the responsibility should
rest where it is. He maintains that tb
present marriage relation Is a bond and
a form of tyranny. He lays no blame upon
his former wife for the divorce proceed-
ings, and acknowledges that whatever
blame is attached to any one, must be at-
tached to him and him alone. He says it
does not seem worth while to suggest that
such a crisis might come to life without
anyone, being morally to blame, so he will
let the responsibility and condemnation rest
Just where they arc. He would not
count any one a friend who would
undertake to defend him at the .ex-
pense of another. He asks to' bs
permitted to explain that he did not desert
His children, because no father loves his
children more than he does, but has lon
held it as a principle that children belong
first to the mother who. in his case, h3
been their constant companion. He says
the council is acting in defense of what it
believes to be the sat redness of the
family institution, but on that point ho
does not believe the present marriage sys-
tem is sacred or good, but is rather th
destruction of the liberty and love of truth
which makes life sacred and worth while

"If in trying to be truthful to the world."
he says. "I have lost all means of serving
it. then let it be so. The life which you
condemn me for not living was a lie. Yet
I fruitlessly tried to convert It Into truth
li order to be moral and self-denyi- ng ac-

cording to the standard of religion and
private ownership."

In speaking of Miss Rand, Professor Her-
ron avows his affection for her. and speaks
with Indignation concerning the contumely
that has been heaped upon her.

LUNATIC IN THE VATICAN.

Said the Pope NVas Dead and He De
rnauded the Crown.

NEW YORK. June 4 A dispatch to th
Journal and Advertiser from Rome says:
"While the Tope was at work In his private
room a maniac made his way to the ante-
room and shouted: The Pope is dead. I ara
his successor; give me the crown.' Tht
noble guards on duty seized the intruder
and prevented him from penetrating to the
Popes chamber, but the holy father had
heard the shout. He ordered that the man
be arrested. He turned out to Ie Valentine
Paterno, a religious fanatic. He was taken
to a lunatic asylum. How he passed the
gatekeepers, guards and ushers all the way
from the outer gste to the Vatican to the
very door of the Pope's room Is a mystery
yet unexplained."
